day afternoon an alarm iraa rung In from 
box *7 at the corner of Okio^nd Fremont 
Btree s and the flre department was quk-k- 
ly on then ay to the scene of the flre 
whicl proved to be In the slaughter house 
and eausage factory of Mr. EHtah Smith, 
on the Ohio street road.' 1 


The hose carte were useless as there are 


no hydrants anywhere ' near the Smith 
farm and the buljdlngs were so fur goue 
that the book and laddeJ truck was not 
used. 


It seems that the homes used In the 


steantera were off somewhere hauling a 
cart «nd It took a long tipie to get them 
to the steamer's house. ^Then another de- 
lay occurred on the way] out after they 
got started and by the time they reached 
the scene of the flre there w as only a mass 
of biirntng ruins to play on. 


The flre started in one end of the 


sausage factory operated by Reagan A 
Dalton, some of the observers said around 
the smokestack, and spread with great 
rapit ity owing to the combustible materi- 
al Inside the building.

Smith's slaughter-house and a large shed 
and all were quickly a mass ef fiercely

One of the barns nearly caught fire
